We are ignorant of the type and legend on the reverſes both of the whole and 
the half florin, the type of the quarter No. 1. pl. r. is a-croſs-'compoſed of 


treble lines of pearls or pellets, with a, ſmall roſe on its center, "and is very ſin-
